Amend the Law relating to Life Insurances in 
Ireland. 

W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Pourteenth Year of 
the Reign of His late Majesty King George the Third, 
intituled “An Act for regulating Insurances upon Lives, 14G-.3. c.48. 
“ and for prohibiting all such Insurances except in Oases where the 
5 “ Persons insuring shall have an Interest in the Life or Heath of 

“ the Persons insured : ” And whereas it is expedient that the 

Provisions of the said recited Act should he extended to Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
10 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Prom and after the Commencement of this Act the Provisions Recited Act 
of the said recited Act shall extend to Ireland. extended to
